Mayor Hylan’s transit plan for a mu- 
nicipally owned and operated subway 
System to be formed by the ‘“ recap- 
ture ’’ of some of the existing. lines by 
the city and the expenditure of $600,- 
000,000 in the construction of new lines, 
Was characterized yesterday by George 
McAneny, Chairman of the Transit 
Commission, as ‘ludicrous in the ex- 
treme.’’ 

Mr. McAneny indicated his belief that 


the Mayor did not expect his plan ever} 


to be consummated and that its an- 


mouncement at this time was merely a 


move in the political campaign. He also 
imtimated that the Mayor’s plan was 
probably put forward for the additional 
purpose of obstructing the commission's 
plan for transit relief .by reorganiza- 
tion of the present transit lines into a 
unified system. 

On the assumption that the Mayor's 
plan was intended for serious considera- 
tion, Mr. McAneny stated four principal 
objections. They were as follows: 

That the Mayor's plan is deceptive for 
the reason that the initiative in the 
*‘recapture’’ of existing lines or tne 
construction of new lines lies wholly

He was made a sergeant on 
Nov. 1, 1917, and sailed for France with 
the regiment on May 1, 1918. 

With the Seventy-seventh Division 
McCormick was in action in the Bac- 
carat sector, and in engagements at 
Bethune, Sens and in the Vosges Moun- 
tains. He was transferred Nov. 29, 
1918, to the Headquarters Troop of the 
Eighth Army Corps, and on Feb. 27, 
1910, to the student detachment at the 
University of Grenoble.

They had seen Bergen confronted by 
Mrs. Ciine; they had heard Cline de- 
nounce Bergen as a traitor and accuse 
him of intimacy with his wife; they nad 
heard Bergen admit everything. Then 
they had seen Cline seize a pistol and 
had seen the younger man run out on 


|the porch in an effort to escape his 


doom. 

Next they had seen Cline run out on 
the porch with the pistol in his hand, 
overtake the fleeing actor and force him, 
frightened and trembling, to walk into 
the house to his death. The last picture 
they threw on the prosecutor’s screen 
was that of the young man climbing the 
stairway with the fear of death in his 
eyes, and of the husband mounting a 
step behind him with the pistol close to 
the back of his head. 

The two men disappeared at the top 
of the stairs. Below, the witnesses, who 
include Mrs. Cline and two of her 
brothers, besides the new characters 
now introduced into the story, saw 
nothing more. For a moment they 
heard nothing. 

They heard no struggle such as Cline 
has described. Nothing but one solitary 
shot, and then the sound of a wounded 
man scraping his way tortuously down 
the side of the staircase. Mortally 
stricken, Bergen staggered out of the 
house and walkéd or ran down the 
street to the place where he fell. 

Miss Thornton is expected to be the 
star witness for the prosecution when 
the case comes to trial. Prosecutor A. 
Cc. Hart of Bergen County intimated last 
night that he would be ready to ask the 
September Grand Jury for a first de- 
gree murder indictment on the strength 
of her story. The actress is only 19 
years old. She lives with her grand- 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Robert H. Har; 
ris, at 514 West 136th Street, and is 
‘‘the mysterious blonde ’’ mentioned in 
earlier reports as having paid an unex- 
plained visit to Cline’s home on the 
night of the shooting. 

Miss Thornton, tall, slender, pretty and 
daintily dressed, accompanfed the Cline 
party when it went to Saranac Lake, 
about six weeks ago, in connection with 
the filming of a Fox picture. She is 
said to have been a member of the 
photoplay company that appeared in 
that picture. 2 

Bergen also went. with the party. He 
was an ‘ extra’’ man in the movies, 
used to ‘‘double”’ for male stars in 
particularly dangerous ‘stunts. Cline’s 
business as location man was to pick out 
sites where pictures could be filmed.

Administration Backs House Bill, 


At the same time the Administration 
is keenly interested in obtaining the 
passage of the House bill to carry out 
the President’s request, in his address 
to Congress on Aug. 18, for statutory 
power to control the distribution of 
coal. This bill, minus the President's 
suggestions for authority to the Govern- 
ment to buy and sell coal, was reported 
favorably to the House today from the 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. It provides for establishing 
the office of coal distributor and au- 
thorf{fzes the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to fix a maximum fair price for 
coal at the mines and to refuse cars to 
those who ask more than that price. 

This bill will be considered in ‘the 
House tomorrow and probably passed on 
Wednesday. There are predictions that 
it will have a better chance of passing 
the Senate than Senator Cummins’s coal 
distribution bill along the same lines. 

The Cummins bill was reported to the 
Senate today by the Committee on In- 
terstate Commerce without recommenda- 
tion.

Federal Coal Control by Volunteer Agencies Ends; 
Distributer Says Only State Action Can Help Now 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Federal control of coal prices and of 
distribution of fuel by volunteer organizations stopped today pend- 
ing the passage of emergency legislation by Congress. Fuel Distrib- 
uter Spencer made this announcement: 

The agreement as to price restraint with the non-union opera- 
tors expires today with the resumption of the .union bituminous 
mines. About 70 per cent. of the operators have held to this agree- 
ment, and it is felt that the public has been saved a very large sum. 

Pending the action of Congress and the State authorities, the 
only restraint upon price is the schedule of fair prices declared by 
Governors or by State Coal Commissioners in some of the States, to 
which it is earnestly hoped the operators and dealers will conform. 
These prices are about $4.50 a ton maximum in the Kentucky, 
West Virginia, Tennessee and Virginia fiélds, $3.75 for Pennsylvania 
thick vein and $4.75 for thin vein. Standards have not yet been set 
in other States. 

The legislation befcre Congress can only control the price of 
coal rffoving over State lines, that is in interstate commerce. The 
price of coal produced «nd consumed in a State, together. with the 
charges which wholesalers and retailers within the State may make, 
the latter including even interstate coal, should be controlled by the 
State authorities. There can be no real control of profiteering unless 
the State authorities act.

ALBANY, Aug. 28.—Governor Miller’s 
message to the special session of the 
Legislature tonight was as fellows: 
To the Legislature: 


Industrial disputes, impairing trans- 
portation and suspending the produc- 
tion of both anthracite and bituminous 
coal, recently threatened the paralysis 
of industry and now threaten wide- 
spread distress next Winter from a 
shortage of domestie fuel. 

A few have set their wills above 
the public will, their selfish purposes 
above the interest of all. Winter 
approaches, a coal famine stares the 
people in the face, threatening acute 
distress among .those least able to 
provide for themselves, but the dis- 
pute goes on. 

The disputants are too intent on 
carrying their points to consider the 
public welfare which it is the high 
function of government to promote. 

A nation-wide industrial dispute in- 
volving essential industries verges on 
revolution, and, in fact, is the method , 
advocated by those who plot revolu- 
tion, of whom there are still unfor- 
tunately too many in this coumtry. 
Such a dispute irrespective of its 
merits is revolutionary because it sub- 
ordinates the general interest to the 
selfish interests of a few. It is sub- 
versive of free government because 
it subjects all the people to the 
tyranny of a few, and a government 
established to promote the general 
welfare cannot tolerate the tyranny of 
any interest, group or individual and 
endure. When the. health, happiness 
and welfare of all the people are 
placed in jeopardy, no matter how, 
the Government to whom alone the 
public can look at sucha time must 
intervene, not alone to safeguard the 
public health wand general welfare at 
the moment, but, if it is to accom- 
plish its high purpose, to prevent a 
recurrence of similar jeopardy. The 
time for sfttch intervention his now 
arrived. 


General Interest Supreme. 


Emergencies may require the exer- 
cise by the Government of unusual 
powers, even limiting the freedom of 
individual action, but individual inter- 


est is subordinate to the general in- 
terest, which must be supreme at all 
times. The individual has to surren- 
der some liberty of action to preserve 
any. The extent of the public need is 
the measure of the surrender required 
and of that the legislative authority, 
in the first instance at least, is the 
judge. I have, therefore, convened the 
extraordinary session to ask consider- 
ation of the measures which the State 
of New York may take to protect the 
public health and promote the general 
welfare in the present emergency. 
Happily the resumption of mining in 
the bitumtnous fields has averted the 
threatened national calamity from the 
suspension of industry. The shortage 
of bituminous coal promises to be 
speedily relieved if the railreads are 
able to transport it. The m@mace at 
the moment arises from the ehortage 
of anthracite coal. There aré @o stocks 
of anthracite anywhere and surveys so 
far made indicate that there is less 
than the usual amount in the hands of 
consumers. Five months of production 
have already been lost and cannot be 
made up, as, unlike the bituminous 
situation, the capacity of the anthra- 
cite mines is but little above the con- 


sumption of the country mostly during } 


the Winter months. The Summer is 
the time for the accumulation of sup- 
plies for the Winter. The Summer 
preduction has been lost and the re- 
sumption of mining is not yet in sight. 
If production were resumed tomorrow 
the situation would probably be ag- 
gravated by the impairment of rail- 
road equipment which will soon be 
taxed to move the crops. 

Whatever happens, there is bound to 
be a shortage of domestic fuel, and 
every day’s delay in the resumption 
of mining_now adds in increasing ratio 
to the menace. There is bound to be 
such a shortage as to require ration- 
ing to insure every one a fair share 
of what there may be. Hoarding and 
gouging always attendant upon a 
shortage must be prevented. In any 
case, unless the State intervenes, those 
who can pay most will be served first, 
whereas the least able must be our 
first concern, for they are totally un- 
prepared to cope wtih a fuel shortage. 
We must practice rigid economy. 
That may have to be enforced. Those 
who have anthracite coal should save 
it all for severe weather. It will be 
easier to use substitutes now and dur- 
ing the cold snaps of [ali and early 
Winter than after cold weather sets 
in. O§l, gas and electricity should be 
substituted for anthracite whenever 
possible and people should equip them- 
selves with the facilities to use them. 
Wood will have to be used by those 
who can procure it and it is well to 
lay {n a stock now. There promises to 
be enough bituminous coal if it can 
be transported to care for the needs 
of industry and the public utilities, 
and we must learn how to use it f 
domestic fuel. Hydro-electric energy 
may have to be diverted from indus- 
trial to household uses. Light, heat 
and power, however produced, may 
have to be regulated and their use 
possibly curtailed for some purposes. 
In a word, the State must intervene 
or leave the public to shift for it- 
self in a situation which has got 
beyond the operation of economic law 
or the power of individual action. 
The State must intervene in an 
emergency or confess that, except 
under normal conditions, it has not 
the power, the capacity or the energy 
to serve the high purpose of its crea- 
tion, i. e., the promotion of the gen- 
eral welfare. 


Palliatives, 


The foregoing suggestions relate only 
to palliatives—to measures for relief, 
not cure, but the State of New York 
has no coal to mine. ‘It can neither 
start production now nor take meas- 
ures to prevent a general suspension 
of production in the future. We can- 
not eveft insure the receipt of our fair 
share of coal when mining ‘is re- 
sumed, though we must be prepared to 
do our best to get our share. I trust 


Not Cures. 
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that when mining is resumed the 
States will not have to compete for 
their fair share of coal, with the in- 
evitable inflation of prices and de- 
rangement of distribution consequent 
upon such competition at a time of an 
acute shortage, but it is beyond the 
power of this State to prevent that. -If 
we do all we can we shall have the 
satisfaction at, least of doing our best, 
whatever happens, and we can do 
much to prevent hardship and relieve 
distress even if the worst should hap- 


pen. 

, Briefly; \I recommend the creation of 
a single-headed fuel administration, 
with adequate power to supervise, reg- 
ulate and control the distribution, uge, 
sale and price of all fuel, and the crea- 
tion of a revolving fund of at least 
/$10,000,000 for the use of the admin- 
strator to ffnance any operations that 
may be required and to buy and sell 
fuel, if necessary. Such operations 
should be conducted without loss to 
the Treasury, which is fortunately in 
a condition to advance that amount 
or any additional sum that may be re- 
quired. That sum should be ample, 
however, to provide all the financing 
required at a given time. 

I think it would be a grave mistake 
to attempt to substitute new for exist- 
ing agencies of. distribution, and I 
trust that supervision only will be re- 
quired. But it is better not to inter- 
fere at all than to attempt interference 
without adequate power and energy, 
the possession of which may in fact 
make it possible tp exercise a mini- 
mum of unusual powers. 

Perhaps the most doubtful powers 
suggested are those to buy and sell 
fuel and to fix prices or margins of 
profit. Such powers are not suited to 
normal times and conditions, but we 
are dealing with an emergency. I do 
not intend any reflectfon upon either 
producers or distributers, but the pub- 
lic cannot be left to the mercy of any 
class, group or individual, however 
good their motives. Price fixing is 
contrary to all economic laws, but eco- 
nomic laws do not operate In an emer- 
gency such as we are dealing with. 

I am not unmindful of the objec- 
tions to grants of extraordinary power 
by the Legislature. The exercise of 
such powers begets the habit and ac- 
customs the people to dangerous in- 
novations. Such powers will rarely in 
the first instance be granted except 
for a good purpose, but once exercised 
in time of emergency, they set the 
example and furnish the excuse for 
the demagogue to incite popular 
clamor for their continued exercise 
when there is no emergency and no 
oceasion for them. It is often better 
to suffer temporary ills than to em- 
ploy remedies which may do perma- 
nent harm. However, the Govern- 
ment should not in an omeoet, be 
left impotent to protect the very lives 
of the people for fear of setting a’ 
precedent which may be abused. Our 
reluctance to grant extraordinary 
powers shou} yield, precisely as con- 
. stitutional ifnttations upon the exer- 
cise of such power yield, to compelling 
public necessity. 


Not Putting State into Coal Business. 


I do not contemplate putting the 
State into the coal business. What I 
propose is that the agency created by 
us shall have power enough to make 
it unnecessary for the State to go into 
the coal business. 

The decisions of the Court of Ap- 
peals and of the United States Su- 


preme Court in the so-called rent or 
housing cases appear to remove any 
doubt of the constitutional validity of 
the legislation proposed; (People v. 
La Fetra, 230 N. Y. 429; Levy v. 
Siegel, 230 N. Y. 634; Block v. H rsh, 
956 U. 8. 135; Brown Co. v. Feldman, 
258 U. 8. 170). 

Those cases involved both the Fifth 
and the Fourteenth Amendments of 
the Federal Constitution and simiiar 
provisions of the State Constitution to 
which the exercise of the police power 
to protect the public health and pro- 
mote the general welfare was eld to 
be superior. The present emergency 
directly involves the public health 
-and the general welfare. The tem- 
‘porary interruption of transportation 
due to terminal conditions In New 
York Harbor has on two occasions 
within recent years created conditions 
from lack of fuel in the tenement dis- 
tricts of New York, which no cne can 
calmly contemplate having repeated on 
a larger seale. The courts have held 
that Government is not impotent in 
such an emergeney and it is for us 
who are charged with responsibility 
to demonstrate its capacity to protect 
its citizens. 

I am submitting to you the single 
question of how to deal with the im- 
pending emergency due to a shortage 
of fuel because I deem that of para- 
mount importance at the moment and 
do not think the consideration of it 
should be embarrassed by extrineous 
subjects. This will enable you to 
consider the measures suited to the 
emergency, irrespective of whether 
they relate to State or municipal pow- 
er. The present emergency is state- 
wide and must be dealt with as such 
by a single State agency which will 
naturally have local representatives 
and possibly advisory committees in 
every docality and will co-operate 
with the Mayors’ committees ani local 
organizations and agencies, and I trust 
will receive their co-operation as well 
as the hearty co-operation of the pub- 
lic. In the present emergency all must 
unite for the common purpose of pro- 
moting the general welfare. 

If anthracite mining is speedily re- 
sumed and if we are then favored with 
maximum production, maximum trans- 
portation service and a mild Winter. 
we shall squeeze through without se- 
rious discomfort. If we are not thus 
favored the public may have to sub- 
mit to some discomforts, but, in any 
case, I trust that if we make the 
maximum use of alt our resources 
equitably distributed we shall be able 
to avert serious distress. At any rate, 
we can do no more than to create a 
suitable agency backed by the power 
and resources of the State and in the 
present emergency I do not think we 


can safely do less.

“ The people of the State of New York, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 

** Section 1. Declaration of Tlmer- 
gency—It is*hereby declared that by rea- 
son of the shortage of fuel there exists 
an emergency directly affecting the pub- 
lic health and welfare requiring gov- 
ernmental regulation and control of the 
supply of fuel during such emergency 
and its equitable distribution to consum- 
ers at reasonable prices. 

“ Section 2. Office Created; Employes; 
Offices—The office of State Fuel <Ad- 
ministrator is hereby created to continue 
until by proclamation of the Governor 
the emergency requiring its creation Is 
declared no longer to exist. The State 
Fuel Administrator shall be appointed 
by the Governor and hold office during 
his pleasure. He shall receive a salary 
to be fixed by the Governor. He may

‘2. Shall ascertain the kinds, quantity 
and location of fuel within the State, 
the needs of localities and of consumers, 
public and private, and the available 
sources of supply within and without 
the State.

Power to Fix Prices,

Exempf From Civil Serviee Law. 


By reason of the emergency whick oc- 
easions the passage of this act and the 
impracticability of delay in carrying out 
its provisions, such deputies and em- 
ployes shall be exempt from Civil Ser- 
vice examination and the provisions of 
the Civil Service law and rules. The 
State Fuel Administrator may also con- 
stitute and appoint an advisory board 
or boards, the members of whiche shall 
serve without compertsation.

“11. The operation and effect of any 
provision of this act conferring a general 
power upon the State fuel administrator 
shall not be impaired or qualified bythe 
granting to the administrator, or toa 
municipal corporation, by this act of spe- 
cific power or powers. 

Rules and Orders.—The ad- 
ministrator may adopt and enforce all

Distribution Bills Reported. 


Two forward steps were taken at the 
Capitol today to meet the coal crisis. 
The Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce decided to report to the Sen- 
ate, but .without recommendation, Sen- 
ator Cummins’s bill to enable the Gov- 
ernment to control the distribution of 
coal. The House Committee on Intér- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce re- 
ported, with a favorable recommenda- 
tion, the bill to establish the office of 
Coal Distributer, with authority to as- 
certain and recommend to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission that it fix a 
maximum fair price for coal at the 
mines and investing the Commerce Com- 
mission with power to refuse cars to 


coal operators and others who attempt 
to sell at rates beyond the commission’s 
maximum fair price. 

William Jerinings Bryan took an active 
part today in the effort to overcome the 
coal strike situation through legislative 
action. He came to Washington in the 
morning, had talks with a considerable 
number of Democfatic Senators and then 
wrote a letter to Senator David I. Walsh 
of Massachusetts, commending the bill 
which Mr. Walsh introduced last week 
to give the President power to take over 
railroads and coal mines ff public neces- 
sity demanded. In his letter he depre- 
cated the use of the army to carry out 
the purpose of the Walsh bill.

“hese conditions are

‘Arguing on a basic year of 306 days, 
President Grable pointed out that, at the 
rate of 48 cents an hour with an eight- 
hour day, the earnings of an employe 
would total only $1,175.04. 

**'"The board, we believe, should now 
come forward with real courage,’’ Presi- 
dent Grable continued, “and acknowl- 
edge its blunder and at last place our 
membership on a sumsistence level.’’

Judge Charges Grand Jury, De- 
fends Local Officers and | 
Challenges Critics. 


'FARMERS ON GRAND JURY 


| A Baptist Minister and a Banker 
Are Also Included—Federal 
Official Assisting.

| MARION, IIl., Aug. 28.—The State’s ef- 
| fort to re-establish the supremacy of 
law and order in Williamson County be- 
gan this afternoon when the first wit- 
nesses were heard by the special Grand 
Jury impaneled to Investigate the Herrin 
mine riots of June 21 and 22 and the 
slaughter of twenty-three men. Attorney 
General Brundage personally opened the 
case for the State. The utmost secrecy 
was thro..n around all the proceedings. 

The Grand Jury consists of twenty-one 
farmers, one furniture and lumber 
dealer, and one man who is part time 
farmer and part time coal miner. The 
foreman, John Stewart, of Corinth, is a 
| former school teacher. These men are 
| all Americans of the normal back coun- 
try type of Anglo-Saxon-Celtic descent 
through the Southern Mountains of New 
| England. They went about the business 
|grimly, as if taking up an unwelcome 
}duty. 
|- The charge to the jury by the young 
Cireuit Judge of this district, De Witt 
| Talmadge Hartwell, was one of the 
most unusual ever delivered in a court- 
room. It was in part a defense of this 
country and its law officers, a chal- 
| lenge to critics everywhere, an exposi- 
|} tion of the law and an appeal to the 
| jurors to do their duty in this case 
without fear or hope of favor. 
| It was a job for real men, the Judge 
| said, as he placed one foot on the wit- 
ness box railing and leaned toward the 
jurors in a conversational way. He 
knew them all and could call them by 
their first names. He said that the 
proceedings in the jury room would be 
kept secret forever, and no odium or 
blame would attach to them and they 
need never apologize to any one for do- 
ing their duty. 

The Court made it plain that there are 
two sets of killings to be investigated. 
The first is the shooting of three union 
miners by the strike guards at the 
Southern Ilinois Coal Company plant 
on June 21. The Coroner’s jury put the 
blame for this on the coal company of- 
ficials. 

It is possible, he said, for this jury to 
return indictments against company of- 
ficials as well as against union miners 
for the slaughter of the nineteen strike 
breakers that occurred on June 22. This 
is the first intimation that this feature 
of the situation would be taken up. It 
has not been called for in any of the 
pleas for justice sent out. The union 
men were killed, it is said, when they 
approached the mine with a flag of 
truce. 

There were few spectators in the court 
;}room when the session began. Jurors, 
;reporters and lawyers made up most of 
the crowd. The miners ignored it. There 
jwere no unusual gatherings around 
| town.

| Hunter of the Illinois National Guard, 
who investigated the Herrin mine war 
at the request of Governor Len Small, 
arrived here last night, ready to testify 
| before the Grand Jury. 

It was said here today that Attorney 
| General Brundage had advanced $5,000 

out of his personal funds to defray the 
expenses of the investigation, for which 
| many witnesses have been summoned 
| from other States. 

| Mr. Brundage said he had a force of 
| investigators on the ground to take up 
|} new leads which he said the investiga- 
| tion would reveal, in jaddition to the 
| mass of information already collected. 

| With the convening of court, the 
| names of the jurors were revealed for 
| the first time. Most of them are farm-

SEEN IN TEXAS VOTE 


Klan Opponents Have Big Ma- 
jority of Victories in State 
and Local Fights.

HOUSTON, Texas, Aug. 28.—Forces 
opposed to the Ku Klux Klan regard the 
results of the Democratic primary elec- 
tion on Saturday as’a victory for them- 
selves, believing that ex-Governor James 
E. Ferguson was defeated because of 
his former record, and because of his 
opposition to: the prohibition laws rather 
than that Earl B. Mayfield was elected 
because of his backing from the Klan. 
This contention is based on the fact that 
the anti-Klan candidates in the other 
races were victorious. : 

Nowhere did Ferguson pole the anti- 
Klan strength. Even in West and South- 
west Texas, where he was counting on 
an immense following, his support failed 


to measure up to expectations.

Blockade on Third Avenue Line 
Results When Air Brakes 
Fail to.Work. 


ACCIDENT INCREASE DENIED

Another transit ,tie-up occurred yes- 
terday, this time on the Third Avenue 
elevated railroad at Sixty-seventh 
Street.

At the offices of each 
company denial was made that the acci- | 
dents were due to any deterioration of 
equipment, and it was also said that, 
despite appearances to tne contrary. such 
accidents had been no more frequent 
than usual. . 

It was explained at the offices of the 
Interborough that their method of recks | 
oning such failures of service was by 
the number of passengers. carried per 
mile. It was said’ that while there had | 
been a slight increase in the3e accidents 
it was due to the increased number of | 
cars operated. and passengers carried, 
and: that the proportion had remained 
practically the same. At the offices of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company | 
it was said that there had been no 
increase in the number ef minor acci- 
dents which caused delays to trains. 

George McAneny, ,Chairman of the | 
Transit Commission, denied that the coal 
shortage had had anything to do with | 
any of the recent tie-ups, but that in 
each case they were caused by acci- 
dent to some local mechanism. He 
added that, except in the case of grant- 
ing the Interborough temporary permis- 
sion to cut its rush-hour service 10} 
per cent. because of its inability to 
develop the usual amount of power with 
English coal, there had been no im- 
pairment of service on account of tne 
coal shogtage and was not_likely to be.

Meusel’s Sacrifice Fly With 
Bases Filled Gives Hugmen 
Victory by 2 to 1. 


SHAWKEY BEATS SHOCKER 


Allows Only Three Singles and a 
Homer—New Yorkers Now a 
Game and a Half In Front. 


With an_ eleventh inning rebellion 
against the putocratic sway of Urban 
Shocker, the Yankees emerged triumph- 
ant by the score of 2 to 1 yesterday from 
their final clash of the season at the 
Brush Stadium with their most formid- 
able foes, the St. Louis Browns... This 
hard earned victory in a contest which 
was a thriller from the rise of the cur- 
tain to the finale gave the champions 
the series by three games to one and 
lengthened thelr gadvantage over the 
touring Missourians in the pennant hunt 
to a game and a half. A lead of those 
proportions is no great capital stored 
up against a possible rainy day, but 
Huggins and his -men hope to’ upbuild 
it by the exercise of thrift and energy 


in the near future, 

-Shocker, who was once known as the 
Nemesis of the Yankees, wasn't nemesis- 
ing much yesterday, because the. spell 
that Bob Shawkey cast about the St. 
Louis crew was much more potent and 
deadly than anything Urban had in his 
box of tricks. Not that Shocket was 
easy on the New Yorkers. By no means} 
Only while he was employing the carpet 
slipper, Shawkey was swinging the firm- 
er and less kindly bed slat. The sum 
total of the visitors’ batting against the 
Mariner was three scattered singles and 
a home run which was not so scattered. 

The Babe Ruth confraternity got twice 
as many safe drives as did the enemy, 
although the Babe himself took no hand 
in the batting debate. A triple and a 
pair of doubles fell to the Yankees’ lot, 
and they managed on two occasions to 
pair their hits, a run resulting in each 
case. 

Schang singled and Ward tripled in 
the second inning for the first tally.

ILLNESS OF DOUGLAS 
HALTS LEGAL FIGHT 


Banished Pitcher Now Confined to 
His Home and Is Under Care 
of Specialist. 
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A temporary lull in the active fight to 
get Phil Douglas, former star of the 
Giants’ pitching staff, back into the 
ranks of organized baseball, has’ been 
brought about by the illness of the ban- 
ished pitcher. Douglas is at present 
confined to his Washington Heights 
home suffering from a severe nervous 
attack and is under the care of a spe- 
clalist.

~ OF YANKEES FINED 


Johnson Imposes Penalty for 
“Stalling” in Chicago—As- 
sesses Three of Sox, Too. 


CHICAGO; Aug. 28.—Manager Miller 
Huggins and four other members of the 
New York American League club and 
three players of the Chicago Americans 
were fined by Ban Johnson, president of 
the American League, today in confec- 
tion with the protested New York-Chi- 
cago game here on Aug. 1. Huggins 
drew. tke largest fine $100. The others 
were assessed $25 each. 

The fines against the New York 
players were impésed for what President 
Johnson termed ‘‘the disgraceful exhibi- 
tion of stalling,’’ inthe contest which 
resulted in a protest by the Chicago 
club. The New Yorkers fined, in ad- 


dition to Manager Huggins, were Bob 
Meusel, Everett Scott, Waite Hoyt and 
Wallie Schang. ,The Chicago players 
fined were Urban Faber, Bob Falk and 
Ray Schalk. The game will be played 
over President Johnson decided. 

The game does not affect the present 
standing of the two clubs in the pennant 
race, as it was called because of rain 
{n the first half of the fifth inning with 
Chicago leading, 5 to 1. New York was 
at bat at the time, with one out and 
runners on first and second base. 

Previous to the calling of the game, 
the Chicago players contended that the 
Yankees stalled in an effort to avert 
defeat. Umpires Dinneen and Moriarty, 
in their reports to President Johnson, 
censured several players on both clubs.

President Johnson warned that a repe- 
tition would result in a ten-day suspen- 
sion for Manager Huggins without 
salary.

The all-around brilliant playing of the 
fleet-footed Carey was a potent factor 
in the Pirates’ victory. The star out- 
fielder not only paved the way for the 
winning run in the eleventh with a sin-| 
gle, but he also made two other hits. 
Carey also performed magnificently on 
the bases and in the field. In the first} 
inning he cut down Bert Griffith at the 
plate when the latter tried to score from 
second base on a single, with one of the 
greatest throws ever seen at Forbes 
Field. Carey stole second after he had 
singled in the eleventh inning and then 
continued on to third on Miller’s wild 
throw. Thus he was in a position to 
score on Bigbee’s infield hit that fol- 
lowed. 

The game was a keenly contested 
pitching duel between Dazzy Vane of 
the'Robins and Wilbur Cooper, the left- 
handed ace of the ‘Pirates’ staff. Each 
twirler allowed only ten hits, and were 
it not for poor support Vane might 
have defeated his more illustrious op- 
ponent.

An effort will be made .today by Pro- 
moter Tex Rickard to close arrange- 
ments for a local bout between Jack 
Dempsey, world’s heavyweight. cham- 
pion, and Bill Brennan, the Chicago 
heavyweight veteran, who enjoys the 
distinction of having lasted twelve 
rounds against the title holder. This con- 
test, originally scheduled for Michigan 
City, Ind., but prohibited by Governor 
McCray of Indiana, will be held next 
month either at Boyle’s Thirty Acres, 
Jersey City, or at the New York Velo- 
Grome, if Rickard's present plans ma- 


terialize. 

Rickard has been in conference with 
Jack Kearns, manager of Dempsey, and 
Leo P. Flynn, Brennan's manager, on 
plans to hold the bout here. The promo- 
ter and the respective managers are 
scheduled for another session today, 
when Rickard expects to complete his 
arrangements. 

Although it was declared some time 
ago by Chairman William Muldoon 6f | 
the’ State Athletic Commission that she 
would not countenance another lodal 
mevcving between Dempsey and Brenniiu, 
Rickard is hopeful of securing official 
sanction for the match, in the event that 
he ecides to hold the proposed bout in 
the’ Velodrome.

ORGANIZING THE ARMY AGAIN. 

As the strength of the 
army has been reduced from time to 
time by Congress, it has become neces- 
gary for the War Department to pre- 
pare one reorganization plan after 
another. In the last eighteen months 
the total reduction has been approxi- 
mately 100,000 mien, or 45 per cent., 
and the new reorganization plan, now 
announced, is the third of the series. 
It is in effect an attempt to carry 
out the purposes of the amended Na- 
tional Defense with an enlisted 
strength of 125,000 men, although the 
act contemplated in the following pro- 
vision a much larger force as a 
mucleus fer expansion:

LONE LILY RESTS ON COFFIN

DUBLIN, Aug. 28.—Michael Collins 
Was buried today by the Dublin Guaras, 
as he asked to be when he lay dying by 
the roadside at Ballnaelath. He was 
buried with the most solemn rites of the 
Catholic Church and with the imposing 
ceremonies accorded to a personage of 
state, but there was no moment mure 
impressive than that at the graveside 
when the men of the regiment he loved 
paid a soldier’s last tribute to their 
dead comrade in arms. The coffin was 
lowered into the grave, the last post 
Was sounded and a volley fired. So in 
simple military fashion the Dublin 
Guards took their farewell of the young 
soldier and statesman whose thoughts 
were with them to the end. 

They laid him to rest on jthe slopes of 
Glasnevin Cemetery, in the centre of the 
place set apart for soldiers who have 
given their lives for Ireland. Not far 
away are the graves of Parnell and 
Arthur Griffith and others of Collins's 
great- fellow-countrymen. 

All Ireland mourned his passing. In 
Dublin countless thousands thronged the 
seven miles of silent streets through 
which the funeral procession slowly 
passed. Everywhere in the city blinds 
were drawn and shops were shut. No 
work was done other than that which 
was vitally essential, and even guests in 
hotels were left for hours without food 
or drink while the staffs joined in the 
great army of mourners. 

In the gloomy pro-cathedral a requiem 
mass for the soul of the dead General 
was Celebrated by high church digni- 
taries, and a great body of assistant 
clergy, but even more moving than any 
of the high religious rites was one little 
human incident, so touching in its very 
simplicity. As the great congregation 
was bowed in prayer a private soldier 
carrying in his hand a single white lily, 
walked down the aisle to the place where 
General Mulcahy sat with officers of his 
ataff. He whispered a few words to the 
General and then went slowly on to the 
catafalque before the high altar, where 
the coffin rested draped with a green, 
white and yellow flag. He reverently 

laced the flower on it. It was from Miss 

itty Kiernan, a pale slender girl in 
black, who sat in the first row of the 
mourners with the two sisters of Michael 
Collins. It was she to whom the young 
soldier-statesman was engaged. 


Young lreland Mourns. 


With her in the cathedral were repre- 
sentatives of every section of Irish life. 
There were Dail Ministers, all young 
men—not much older than Collins him- 


leaders, most of them 
even younger, with General Mulcahy, 
the new Commander-in-Chief, occupying 
the same seat where not more than a 
week ago Collins himself sat mourning 
for Griffith. Ireland's destinies are to- 
day in the hands of youths and it was 
young Ireland that one saw in the cathe- 
dral praying for their dead young leader. 

Around the altar were high church 
dignitaries, the Archbishop of Dublin 
robed in purple and sitting on his purple 
throne, Bishops in their rich vestments 
and hundreds of priests and monks in 
80 great numbers that they overflowed 
{into the nave. For an hour the solemn 
service continued and then the Arch- 
bishop in cope and miter approached the 
catafalque to pronounce the final abso- 
lution, passing through rows of clergy 
holding lighted candles. 

The officers of the staff then lifted 
the .coffin and carried it from _ the 
cathedral to the waiting gun carriage 
and soon it moved slowly off, preceded 
by a party of Dublin Guards who 
marched in slow time with bowed heads 
and rifles reversed. 

Every inch of the long route to the 
cemetery was thickly lined with people, 
rand as the cortege passed men and wo- 
men sank down on their knees in prayer. 
In. places the crowds were twelve to 
fifteen deep and about half a million 
eople must have been distributed along 
he, seven miles of the route.

DUBLIN, Aug. 28 (Associated Press). 
—Michael Collins rests in the soil of the 
Irish Free State, for which he died 
fighting. He was buried today in Glas- 


nevin Cemetery, where lie the bodies 
of Arthur Griffith, Parnell and other 
patriots, and many of his comrades in 
the struggle for Irish freedom. 

The whole nation mourned; the thou- 
sands at the graveside and those who 
sorrowed in Dublin were but a fraction 
of the whole. Dubiin might have been 
a city of the dead; a great hush was 
everywhere, yet almost s million people 
were there, standing or kneeling on the 
streets—gentry from the fine houses in 
the suburbs and the poor from the 
slums, women wrapped in their shawls 
carrying their infants or leading their 
awe-stricken children. 

A multiude were grouped in windows 
and assembled on rooftops, clung un- 
certainly to chimneys and climbed stone 
walls and monuments—all to catch a 
glimpse of Ireland's greatest cortege 
vand pray for one of Ireland's greatest 
patriots. 

An Irish bard while they carried Mi- 
chael Collins’ body through the streets 
of Dublin sang: 


Bear him to that hallowed place, 
Where our deathless dead are resting, 
Where the spokesmen of the race 
Gather for the final questing.

‘*It was more than a great funeral,”’ 
said Father Williams, giving his im- 
pressions to The Associated Press. ‘‘ It 
was a wonderful, spontaneous national 
tribute of affection. And who would fail 
to be impressed at that moment of the 
mass when the priest turned to the 
congregation and, speaking the language 
of Ireland, asked prayers for the re- 
pose of the soul of Michael Collins? 

“The cortége wiii ever live in my 
memory. I can see the vast multitudes 
standing with uncovered heads, and can 
see the serried ranks of Ireland's fine 
young army as they walked slowly be- 
hind the coffin oftheir inspired leader. 
I hear the murmured prayers of the 
people and feel somehow that these 
prayers will save Ireland and that 
Michael Collins has not died in vain.’’ 

Ireland is a land of the unexpected, 
and the future is uncertain. If,° how- 
ever, one may judge by the expressions 
of the average citizen and the opinions 
of the newspapers, the tragic removal 
of the nation’s two great figures, Grif- 
fith and Collins, will not weaken the 
course of the Free State, but. on the 
contrary, will strengthen it, first, be- 
cause it is backed by public opinion, 
and, second, what is called the martyr- 
dom of Griffith and Collins has rallied 
the people around the banner. of pa- 
triotism. 

‘* Make no mistake,”’ 
Irish priest tonight, ‘‘all the people 
want a republic, but they know they 
cannot get it now. De Valera knows 
that too in his heart of hearts. Let 
us in God’s name make the best of 
what we have. The future will take 
care of itself. Ireland is a rich country, 
even as it is d beautiful land. We want 
Americans to come and visit us, for we 
are sure to take our place amon the 
great nations of the world. 

‘* Michael Collins has gone, but his 
work will live forever. And that work 
is eventual Irish unity and Irish happi- 
ness. Such is our birthright.” 

Preaching in the Limerick Protestant 
Church, Bishop White declared that 
Irish churchmen and Protestants gener- 
ally were ever ready to give loyat sup- 
port to the Government which ruled 
them. 

‘‘The last words of General Collins,’’ 
he said, ‘‘ were words making for peace, 
and we pray that God may send to all 
the people of this country, both north 
and south, the ifts and graces to save 
us from spiritual and material ruin.

APPEALSTO IRREGULARS 
TO GIVE TREATY ATRIAL 


Chairman of Waterford Council 
Urges Them to Cease Hostilities 
for Five Years.

DUBLIN, Aug. 28 (Associated Press). 
—An appeal to the opponents of the 
Anglo-Irish treaty to cease hostilities 
and give the treaty a trial was issued 
today by P. W. Kenney, widely known 
as Chairman of the Waterford County 
Council. Kenney announced that in a 
conversation he had with Michael Col- 
lins several onths ago Collins ex- 
pressed very emphatic views regarding 
the treaty and the possibilities which 


it presented for the development and | 


progress in Ireland, but was still more 
emphatic on Ireland’s right to absolute 


independence and his determination to 
attain that end by every rational 
means, 

‘‘The prospect of civil war in Ire- 
land,”? said the appeal, ‘‘ seemed to 
cause Collins grave anxiety. He de- 
scribed it as the crowning nfisfortune 
of any country, but particularly of a 
fighting race. He said he would ex- 
haust every possible channel of conces- 
sion and compromise to avert such a 
dire catastrophe, and I feel convinced 
today that if he could have spoken as 
intimately and with the same ardor to 
his opponents and given to them with 
eaual candor his well-reasoned conclu- 
sions, no man among them would do 
him injury. 

“I am further of the opinion that 
the lives of many other good Irish- 
men may still be saved if the leaders 
on both sides ‘of the present conflict 
arrange a truce in order that the po- 
sition to which the country is drifting 
be calmly reviewed and some agree- 
ment reached by which a stop may be 
put to further sacrifice of valuable 
lives and the useless destruction of 
property. 

“‘It is objected that the treaty between 
England. and Ireland leaves us still 
within the Empire. That is so. But we 
have shifted our position from the hub 
to the rim of the Empire. wheel, as 
Ireland, under the treaty, is no longer 
a portion of the so-called United King- 
dom. It is objected that there is a 
pledge of fidelity to King George. That 
is so. But there is first an oath of 
allegiance to the Irish Constitution, and 
when an Irishman, bound by that oath, 
does his full duty to hia country, there 
will be little left by way of a second 
preference for King George or Lloyd 
George. Under the treaty, King George 
foe Ae longer pose as the King of Ire- 
and. 

‘*T would suggest that the opponents 
of the treaty, having given abundant 
proof of their political faith, might now, 
without any sacrifice of -principle, 
ground arms and let the treaty have, 
say, five years’ trial, when certain of 
its provisions automatically will come 
up for review under Article 6, so that 
peace and employment might be_ re- 
stored to the people and security given 
for capital to develop our industries. 
In the interval, those opposed to the 
treaty would, of course, be perfectly en- 
titled to propagate their principles con- 
stitutionally as a distinct political party. 
Government is at its best when strongly 
opposed."’ .

For One-Day Demonstration 
by Proletariat. 


TROOPS CONTROL THE PORT 


Strikers Hold Mass Meetings Out- 
side Havre—Passenger Liners 
Promise Prompt Sailings.

PARIS, Aug. 28.—In consequence of 
the events at Havre.on Saturday, when 
three strikers were killed and " many 
wounded in a charge of gendarmes ani 
troops called out to re-establish order, 
the Paris Central Trade Union today 
issued a violent manifesto against the 
Government, which it accuses of being 
the cause of the riots and bloodshed at 
the port, and calls upon the proletariat 
to reply by a general strike of twenty- 
four hours beginning tomerrow. 

It is not yet possible to foretell how 
far the Paris workers may be drawn 
into such a movement in-Fympathy with 
their comrades at Havre. The situa- 
tion there seems to have calmed down, 
The troops having occupied all the 
strikers’ headquarters, the latter are 
now obliged to ‘hold open-air meetings 
outside the city. No further trouble 
was reported today. So far all the 
liners have been able to leave port with- 
out undue difficulty, and the authorities 
appear to have everything well in hand. 

If the Paris workers respond with any- 
thing like unanimity to the appeal is- 
sued today the situation tomorrow will 
be very similar to that of an ordinary 
May day. The building trades. were 
called out yesterday for a strike this 
morning. But, because of the split of 
the General Federation of Labor, a 
curious situation exists. More than half 
the workers in the building trades here 
live in suburban districts and belong to 
syndicates which adhere to that section 
of the federation which so far has not 
taken a position regarding the strike or 
jissued any orders. The result was that 
| most building yards were busy today, 
only a.minority of the workers having 
received strike orders. 

This split in the federation may cause 
the general movement set for tomorrow 
to fail. The taxicab drivers, whose 
syndicate belongs to neither sections of 
the federation, have decided to strike, 
so that Paris will be without cabs to- 
morrow; but the transport companies 
announce that they will be able to run 
street cars and motor buses on normal 
schedules, so that the inconvenience 
will not be very great. Electric light 
and gas services are also assured by the 
authorities. 

The Metal Union workers and others 
are mostly holding meetings tonight at 
which a decision will be taken regarding 
tomorrow. 

The Government announces that all 
measures have been taken to deal with 
the emergency both in Paris and the 
provinces and assure the normal life of 
the country. An order has been issued 
for the arrest of Monmousseau, a syndi- 
ealist leader belonging to the extremist 
section of the federation, who has been 
active during the Havre strikes. 

A note of comedy was given to the sit- 
uation by an order issued today for the 
m&inicurists to join the general strike to- 
morrow. 


HAVRE, Aug. 28 (Associated Press).— 
Three regiments of troops were massed 
today at strategic points in the city to 
prevent disorders arising from the gen- 
eral strike, which became effective late 
last week. 

The troops prevented a forbidden mass 
meeting of workmen, who, however, 
went to the woods outside the town, held 
their meeting and returned without fric- 
tion with the authorities. i 

All shipping activities, street car ser- 
vice and the gas supply continued to 
be tied up today, but army engineers 
were running the electric powerhouse.

JUGOSLAVIA'S KING 
DERTES ‘BLACK HAND’ 


in| Alexander Refused to Be Tool | 


of Junta That Put His 
Father on Throne. 


“WHITE HAND’ DEFENDS HIM 


Possibility That 
Who Renounced Succession, May 
Yet Be Claimant for Throne.

MILAN, Aug. 28.—A background re- 
calling a dark tragedy lies behind the 
present dispute between King gAlex- 
ander of Jugoslavia, and his brother, 
Prince George, regarding certain rights 
claimed by the Prince and refused by 
the King. It is the old story of a 
dynasty refusing to pander to the Junta 
which raised it to the throne, according 
to a narrative appearing in a Roman 
newspaper. 

This particular Junta called the 
“ Black Hand "’ was formed during the 
reigns of King Alexander Obranovitch 
and his Queen Draga, it being one of 
the first secret societies to resolve on 
the removal of these two royalties by 
assassination and to substitute for their 
dynasty their historic rivals the Kara- 
georgevitches. 
for their opposition to Alexander and 
Draga were that their rule was reac- 
tionary and that they were merely tools 
of the Austrian Foreign Office. 

Regicide was duly committed by the 
Junta, Alexander and Draga being mur- 
dered one night in 1903, and it was 
some time before certain European 
States accorded diplomatic recognition 
to the new dynasty. The first monarch 
under the revived Karageorgevitch dy- 
nasty was the late King Peter, who 
was in Switzerland at the time of the 
murders and always denied any com- 
plicity in them. 

Both he and his second son when the 
latter assumed the regency were re- 
garded by the Black Hand as not only 
their creations but also as their tools,

It was at once assumed that 
the Black Hand was responsible. Several 
arrests were made and after a sum- 
mary trial two of its members holding 
high commands in the army, were shot 
and others were sentenced to long terms 
of imprisonment, 

When the new triune Kingdom of the 
Sergs, Croats and Slovenes came into 
being King Alexander granted amnesty 
to all prisoners in the kingdom as a 
mark of rejoicing, the improsoned mem- 
bers of the Black Hand being of course 
included. They at once rejoined the 
army and these two societies, Black and 
White, still carry on their secret pur- 


poses. 

The Whites are for the present 
dynasty, for whose defense they were 
formed. The Blacks are opposed to 
King Alexander, whom they raised to 
power, but who refuses to be their tool, 
and they support George’s claims 
against his brother in the hope that 
should he ever reach the throne—for he 
may yet become a claimant—he will 
be what Alexander has refused to be- 
come. They have succeeded in dividing 
the army, and that is bad.

Reichsbank Puts Out 9,860,000,000 
and Raises its Discount Rate 
to 7 Per Cent.

BERLIN, Aug. 28.—The dollar, as the 
thermometer of Germany‘s feverish eco- 
nomic situation, continues to dominate 
the news of the day to the exclusion of 
almost everything else. The moribund 
mark got a new lease of life today. In 
one of those dramatic lightning changes 
that make life in Germany today a fas- 
cinating gamble, the paper mark, which 
on Saturday was considered worth only 
some 2,000 Reichsbank scraps of paper 
to the dollar, soared suddenly before the 
Boerse opened to 1,600. Thence it kept 
on soaring to 1,425, when a mild reac- 
tion set in. Late in the afternoon it 
was oscillating between 1,475 and 1,500. 

This record-breaking rise was due to 
the optimistic reaction following the last 


few weeks’ panic and of pessimism. The 
reparation question particularly was 
viewed as somewhat more hopeful, and 
the postponement of the Reparatfon 
Commission’s decision till Wednesday 
|and invitation to Germany to send rep- 
| resentatives to Paris to be heard by the 
| commission before that time were in- 
terpreted as symptoms warranting a 
| mild outburst of optimism. 

The Wirth Government, clutching at 
the slenderest straw of hope, eagerly 
accepted the invitation, and delegated 
State Secretary Schroeder to go to Paris 
with a staff of experts, assistants: and 
statistical data. Schroeder’s ironclad in- 
structions, however, are understood to 
be not to budge or compromise on the 
wage = os of productive guarantees, which 
ns Wirth Government still refuses to 

ve. 

Three facts almost lost-in the ab- 
normal shuffle of appreciating marks 
today are calculated to dash German 
hopes when their significance is appre- 
clated tomorrow. The Reichsbank put 
a record amount--f,860,000,000 marks—in 
new banknotes into circulation in the 
third week of August, raising the total 
paper circulation to more than 227,000,- 
000,000 marks. At that the Reichsbank 
was unable to meet the ever-increasing 
demand for paper marks. It has been 
forced to ration its customers and sup- 
plied only 40 per cent. of their require- 
ments on Saturday, and only 60 per 
cent. today. It has been unable to catch 
up on the loss of production of about 
12,000,000,000 paper marks occasioned by 
the recent strike of the men working the 
note presses, 

The third fact is that the Reichsbank 
today raised its interest rate from 6 to 
| 7 per cent. Only a month ago it had 
raised it from 5 to 6 per cent., after it 
had been stationary at 5 per cent. 
| throughout the war, the revolution and 
the republican régime. 


The German Bank's discount rate was 
increased from 5 per cent. to 6 on July 
| 28, that being the first change made in 
the rate since Dec. 23, 1914. Just before 
the war broke out the Reichsbank rate 
had been 4 per cent. It was raised to 
5 per cent. on July 31 and to 6 on Aug. 
1 of the same year, the 6 per cent. rate 
being retained until the third week of 
December. * 

In Wall Street banking circles yester- 
day’s further advance had been expect- 
ed, inasmuch as advices have-been en- 
tirely to the effect that the strain on 
eredit in Germany, and particularly-the 
applications to the Reichsbank to take 
over German Treasury bills, of which 
immense amounts had been placed with 
private banks and the general public, 
had- made a further restraining move- 
ment at the bank inevitable. The 7 per 
cent. rate is the highest which has been 
fixed at the Reichsbank in twenty-three 
years, but it was not generally believed 
that it would result under present cir- 
cumstances in cutting down the demand 
for credit.

FRENCH CRITIC CHIDES 
COX AND VANDERLIP 


Resents Saggestions as to How 
Europe Should Run Her 
Affairs.

PARIS, Aug. 28.—It has not been 
without interest, though with a certain 
amount of courteous dissent, that the 
French people have heard rece1‘ly from 
the mouths of the visiting’ Americans, 
of whom two of the most prominent 
are Mr. Vanderlip and Governor Cox, 
suggestions as to how Europe should 
run her. affairs. 

In the general criticism these sug- 
gestions come down to this, that they 


seem always to take too little account 
of national feeling, national life and 
national ambition. Just as America 
fought for Americanism, so France has 
fought through centuries for national 
freedom, and she admits at the same 
time, in theory at least, the same right 
of nationality to Germany or any other 
country. 

Thus it is that when Governor Cox 
suggests that Mr. Hoover be called on 
to come and set Europe right, French 
criticism—as always, expressed with the 
utmost. courtesy—may be exemplified 
with this from tonight's Journal des 
Débats: 

“This idea is undoubtedly inspired b 
kindly sentiment; but whatever confi- 
dence one might have in the great ca- 
pacities of Mr. Hoover it seems just a 
lo#st bit unlikely that any Government 
would be prepared to place itself en- 
tirely in his hands. The theory of the 
beneficent tyrant. who did good for his 
people was formerly in vogue, but jt 
does not. seem likely to have mu 
chance of success in the twentieth ‘cen- 
tury,.and above all in this form.’”’ 

Mr, Vanderlip comes in for similar 
gentle_castigation. from the same jour- 
nal. His schemes for the financial re- 
generation of Europe take no account, 
as the French see them, of the justice 
,of France's’ reparations claims, but in- 
, Stead, rather seem to impose a disad- 
; Vantage on the victors of the war who 
; Were also unprovoked sufferers.

Foreign Minister on Way to 
Place Country’s Desperate Fi- 
nancial Straits Before It. 


GETS ITALIAN LOAN AT ONCE 


Jugosiav Minister In Washington 


Calls False the Reports From 
Rome of Troop Concentrations. 


VIENNA, Aug. 28 (Associated Press). 
Alfred Gruenberger, Minister of 
Foreien Affairs, left for Geneva today 
to set forth the Austrian situation be- 
fore the League of Nations. It is under- 
stood he has instructions to urge imme- 
diate financial assistance and to empha- 
size the fact that the crisis in the coun- 
try will not permit of delay in dis- 
cussion. 

A pronouncement from the League of 
Nationg is awaited here with the keenest 
of anxiety, as it is generally believed in 
the event of a failure to receive imme-

BRITAIN TO ARRAIGN 
FRANCE BEFORE LEAGUE 


Will Complain of Alleged High- 
Handed Treatment of British 
Subjects in Tunis.

LONDON, Aug. 28.—For the first time 
one of the great powers has arraigned 
another before the League of Nations 
and a real test of the efficiency of that 
organization will be made at the next 
meeting when Great Britain will com- 
plain of the alleged high-handed action 
of the French in dealing with British 
subjects in Tunis. 

The dispute while apparently trifling 
is of great importance because it in- 
volves the subject of a nation’s right to

Ig British opinion the re- 
sult of French action would be to drive 
the mark even further down than it 
has fallen in the past few days, caus- 
ing prices to rise enormously so that 
wages would have to be increased and 
Government expenditures would mount 
up, necessitating the printing of new 
per money until the German situation 
wae arrive at that at which Austria 
now is. 

It would be only then, in the opinion 
of those who have suggested this. rem- 
edy of control, that Germany might in 
her own interests ask the ald of some 
impartial investigation and control body, 
which obviously could not be allied and 
might, therefore, be American. 

But it is obvious that the suggestion 
would have to come from the German 
Government, as it is entirely outside 
the scope of the Reparation Commis- 
sion, and the only part the commission 
could play would be to accept the pro- 
posal and work in conjunction with the 
control body should it ever be formed.

Shirt manufacturers find that pleated 
Bosoms are in much larger demand for 
Fall this year than for a good many 
geasons past. For some time they have 


been seeking to put shirts into the *‘ two 
season’’ category, and, according to 
scme, have found the answer in pleated 
bosoms. Furthermore, as this type of 
bosom is more expensive and takes 
jonger to make, this will have the effect, 
if the vogue becomes marked, of taking 
eonsiderable business away from the 
cheaper manufacturers or contractors. 
‘The surplus of cheap shirts on the mar- 
ket, which has constituted no small 
problem, would thus be solved in part 
at least. Retailers are urderstood to 
have ordered a little more than half of 
their Fall requirements.

Four Months Show 2,000,000 Gain 
in Tonnage and $1,500;000 in Value

MONTREAL, Quebec, Aug. 28.—Exports 
of newsprint from Canada for the first 
four months of the fiscal year were 
more than 2,000,000 tons greater than for 
the same period in 1921. The value was 
also more than $1,500,000 greater. 

For July there was a fair gain in ton- 
nage of close to 400,000 tons, while the 
value was slightly less than jn the same 
months.a year ago. 

Exports of pulp and paper in July 
were $9,738,252, compared with $10,524,- 
876 in June. July exports -were, how- 
ever, greater than in July, 1921, when 
the value was $8,686,556. 

Exports of pulpwood in July were 60,- 
965 cords, valued at $946,046, compared 
with 75,897 cords in June, vaiued at 
$815,155. 

For the four months the total value 
of pulp and paper exports was $35,2S6,- 
317, compared with $30,331,249 in 1921. 

Exports of pulp wood for the four 
months amounted to 291,640 cords, val- 
ued at $2,978,732, compared with 284,401 
cords, valued at $3,704,327, for the corre- 
sponding four months of 1921. 


DEFICIT FOR LAKE SUPERIOR 


Canada Concern’s Distribution Fund 
One-Sixth of Year Ago. 


Special to The New York Times. 
MONTREAL, Quebec, Aug. 28.—The 
Lake Superior Corporation reports a 
net deficit of $763,813 for the fiscal year 
ended June 30. 

In view of the unsatisfactory results 
the Directors announce that the interest 
on the income bonds will not be paid. 

Net earnings totaled $330,000, com- 
pared with $1,541,293 for the previous 
year. There was added 404,813, com- 
pared with the balance-forward added 
to the previous year’s account of $2,592,- 
237, making a total available for dis- 
tribution of $734,814, compared with 
$4,133,530. 


Price Advances Are Uncertain. 

With the approach of Sept. 1, there is 
growing mental speculation as to 
whether prices for leading lines of 
printed and bleached goods will be ad- 
vanced in keeping with the rise in cot- 
ton since quotations of both classes of 
goods were last made. The indications 
yesterday were that, if any advances 
are made, they are more likely to be 
made on certain branded bleached goods 
than on percales and other staple 
printed fabrics. The present mill price 
of one of the best-known branded mus- 
lins is the same as it was in late No- 
vember last, following a reduction of 


244 cents a yard that was made at that 
time. Both bleached and printed ‘cloths 
continne to move well at the present 
figures. 





THEIR CURB UPTOWN 
Dealing in Contraband Liquor 
Shifted From Mulberry Bend 
to West Fortieth Street. 


The “ pootleggera’ curb market’? has 
moved uptown, according to reports re- 
ceived by prohibition officials, and is 
increasing its operations. The new 
‘curb’ is sald to be on West Fortieth 


Street, near Broadway, and most of 
the ‘‘brokers’’ who did business at 
the old market, on Mulberry Bend, have 
shifted their activities. 

Prices on all kinds of liquors, both 
the smuggled kind and those manufac- 
tured here, are made at the ‘ curb.” 
The ‘‘brokers’’ do not handle any 
liquor themselves, nor is any money dis- 
played on the market, officials say, so 
the prohibition agents have difficulty 
in getting any evidence. 

Recent quotations on ‘‘the bootleg- 
gers’ curb” are reported by a prohibi- 
tion official as follows: Rye whisky, 


$110 a case; Bourbon, $110; Scotch 
whisky imported from England, $110; 
Canadian Scotch, $90; Canadian rye, 
$95; domestic Gordon gin, $45; Burnett's 
bonded gin, $88; imported Italian ver- 
muth, 5; imported French vermuth, 
$65, and Dubonnet, $65. 

A move to compel all vessels, whether 
of foreign or American registry, to have 
permits before they may transport liquor 
within American waters will be made 
by the Federal prohibition authorities, 
according to John D. Appleby, prohibi- 
tion zone chief for New York and New 
Jersey. Mr. Appleby said that foreign 
vesselg were bringing liquor here in 
large quantities and that much of it was 
being smuggled off. On Sunday night 
he and several agents arrested two men 
leaving a German ship with four suit 
cases full of whisky. One of the men, 
Ernest Reinieke, was a steward on the 
German ship Jusa, according to the pro- 
hibition chief. 

Reports of the disabling of a fishing 
smack with 800 cases of whisky, value 
at $80,000 aboard, were received yester- 
day by Mr. Appleby, who sald e got 
them from his ‘* bootleggers news 
bureau.’’ 

Prohibition Agents Charles Guttman 
and Harry Drescher reported to ae 
Chief City Agent Keenan that they ha 
been attacked by a crowd yesterday af- 
ternoon while they were arresting the 
proprietor of a downtown dru store, 
and that they had fired their revolvers o 
call the police. The agents said that 
they bought drinks of whisky at a drug 
store at 179 Rivington Street. Jack 
Breitbart, the owner, who was arrested, 
called to a crowd outside to ‘‘ come in 
and throw the agents out.’’ Reseryes 
from the Clinton Street Station were 
called. 

Five chauffeurs who are alleged to 
have driven automobiles while under 
the influence of drink were arraigned 
before Magistrate House in_ Traffic 
Court yesterday.

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CANNOT VISIT DYING SON. 


Leavenworth Prisoner Permitted to 


Go, but He Lacks Rail Fare. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 28.—Although 
the gates of the Federal penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kan., are ready to swing 
open a second time for Edward F. Doree 
so that he may visit his five-year-old 
son, ‘‘ Buckey,’’ 
city, it 'was considered today unlikely 


that he will see the lad alive. Physicians 
express little hope for the child’s re- 
covery and believe that death is im- 


minent. 


Several days ago the Government is- 
sued a permit allowing Doree a leave 


who is dying in this 


of absence for a visit to his home, but 


Doree is virtually broke, and he must 
pay not only his own transportation for 
the nearly 8,000 mileS but also that of 


the guard who must accompany him. 


He. wireg his wife three days ago that 


$300 Was necessary. The wife; who 
earns her .own living, wired in reply 
that she had no funds,. but would try to 
faise thé necessary amount. 


Mrs. Doree, who has received no, wore 


from her husband since that time, wire 


the Warden at Leavenworth last night 


to Tearn whether her husband had nego- 
tiated funds for the trip. 


he will arrive momentarily. 


As the days grow she is torn between 
joy and sorrow. Fleeting as is the hope 
that her son will live, friends are ex- 
pecting President Harding to sign a par- 


don for her husband within a few days, 
due largely to the intercession of Sena- 
tor George Wharton Pepper and Mrs. 
Charlés Edward Russell. 

Doree’s case first attracted public at- 
tention when a short leave was granted 
to him last Spring to visit his son, who 
was critically ill with pericarditis. His 
reward for the long journey was a visit 
of only a minute or two with ‘‘ Buckey,”’ 
who called for him every day, and still 
continues to do so, 

Doreeé has served about three years of 
a ten-year sentence for violation of the 
Espionage act.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Irregular Downward Reaction in 
Stocks—German and French 
Exchange Rates Recover. 


The week began with a lower. stock 
market, although the news since busi- 
ness closed on SAturday was not wholly 
unfavorable. The talk of Government 
seizure of the hard-coal mines or. of 
railways’ which should turn out to’ be 
heavily handicapped by the continuing 
shopmen’s strike, had been modified and 
qualified over Sunday, and’ discussion 
of @ moratorium with the Germans was 
at least in.form extended. So-far as 
the railway controversy was concerned, 
however, yesterday’s market was under 
the influence of last week’s first disturb- 
ing intimations from Washington.. The 
market ‘may indeed be best described 


} 
as responding to the succession of sepa- 


rate incidents in the day-to-day news, 
whose effect has been unnerving to a 
g00d many people because the precise 
results of none of the incidents could 
be clearly foreseen. 

It is not often that so many problems 
of a confusing kind are forced at the 
same moment on financial consideration. 
The sense of something like bewilder- 
ment which had necessarily resulted 
was evident in yesterday’s market. 
This condition ef mind is naturally em- 
Phasized by such incidents as Mr. Henry 
Ford’s declaration on the fuel question. 
Railway ‘shares gave way in some cases 
a point or more; but in the market as 
a -whole the declines were mostly frac- 
tional and the trading distinctly smaller 
than last week’s daily average, 

Yesterday’s recovery in the German 


news that the question of guarantees 
in case of a moratorium on payments 
would again be considered, was also a 
quite inevitable incident of a market in 
which financial hysteria had. cut such 
a figure as it did last week. At New 
York the mark went yesterday to 7 one- 
hundredths of a cent; last Friday's low 
level was 5.. At London, where for a time 
on Frifay the pound sterling would 
buy 11,000 marks, it commanded only 
6,450 yesterday. This reaction throws 
no light whatever on the German situa- 
tion; which, indeed, would by no means 
be cleared up even if the German dele- 
gates and the commission were to come 
to terms, 


Other news of the day indicated both 
the progress of the basic trouble and its 
influence on the German credit market. 
The Reichsbank's statement as of Aug. 
23 showed that nearly 10,000,000,000 | 
marks of new paper currency had been 
put out during the week. As usual, this 
prodigious increase in the pace of paper 
inflation is both cause ant effect. of the 
fall in mark values. It is effect, to the 
extent that the resultant further rise in 
German prices brings still larger appli- 
cations for currency with which tu do 
business. The announcement that | 
the Reichsbank rate had been 
raised again, this time from 6 per cent. 
tu was merely another warning 
that enlargement of the currency does | 
not enlarge available supplies of capital, 
but on the contrary will at some point 
impose a severe strain on existing fa-! 
cilities. A 7 per cent. bank rate 
can of itself hardly change the situation; | 
first because the rate is still below what 
private banks are charging, second be- 
cause high rates are willingly paid by 
borrowers under present conditions. 

The real question is, whether the ad- 
vancing bank rate foreshadows also out- 
right restriction or ‘‘rationing’’ of credit. 
The effect of that policy is extremely 
hard to judge. Normally, it should be 
followed by falling prices; yet all other 
economic influences of the moment are 
forcing prices up. But at least German 
values measured in gold were. falling 
last week, when the mark’s decline was 
far out of proportion to the rise of in- 
ternal paper prices.

‘‘Sales in July were larger than in 
July a year ago in eight of the ten com- 
modities. Shoes and dry goods showed 
losses. Our index of shoe sales has been 
greatly reduced by the closing of a num- 
ber of factories in Rochester for several 
months on account of labor troubles. 
The erratic fluctuations in the price of 
yaw cotton have retarded sales of dry 
goods, as buyers are reluctant to order 
until prices become more stable. 

‘““A 43 per cent. increase in sales of 
diamonds since a year ago was due to 
the fact that sales in July of last year 
were greatly reduced. . Sales of diamonds 
are still only about one-fifth as large 
asin July, i019. The increase in machine 
tool sales reflects greater activity in in- 
dustrial plants.

world’s shipments to the United: King- 
dom and less pressure from’ exporters, 
put local prices up. 1% cents at the start,

| to turn strong again toward:the last and 
close 14%@1% cents higher. The trade is 
so narrow that sharp fluctuations are 
only natural.

Tired longs sold corn freely from the 
The highest prices were made at 
the opening.and the lowest shortly be- 
fore the close, the finish being on a 
rally in sympathy with wheat, with final 
prices unchanged to We higher. Thé 
removal of hedges on sales of 510,000 
here to exporters helped to 
cause sharp fluctuations in the Septem- 
ber. Many longs have been getting out 
of their lines in that future, as Friday 
will be first delivery day. 

Drought continues over a good part of 
the corn belt and it is expected that 
private reports, to be issued within a 
day or so, will show a material reduc- 
tion in the outlook. Messages from 
Iowa, indicated an excellent crop over 
a good part of that State. 

In parts of Central Illinois, farmers 
are now selling corn that has been held 
for two years and an advance to 55c

World’s Largest Institution of 
Its Kind Takes Care of 
130 Inmates Now. 
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THEATRE AND BIG POOL) 





Gift of Mr. and Mrs. August Heck- 
scher a “ Fairyland” for 
the Friendless. 





The world’s biggest -home and play- 
house for friendless children, the. gift 
of Mr. and Mrs. August Heckscher, 
threw open its dcors on Fifth Avenue, 
between 104th and 105th Streets, yes- 
terday for about 130 children. At the 
same time the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, who will share 
the building with the Heckscher Foun- 
dation for Children, opened its head- 
quarters there. 

The home, whica will represent an out- 
lay of about $2,000,000 in addition to the 
cost of its site, vaiued at $1,000,000, will 
not have its formal opening until Oc- 
tober or _November. The greater part 
of it is entirely finished, however, and 
all of the children entrusted to the care 
of the Children’s’ Society will be sent 


there from now on. 

The first contingent of children, who 
were brought from the society’s home at 
Inwood and from the: courts, found the 
new home a veritable dream palace. 
| From the cheerful little reception rooms, 
decorated with illustrations of fairy 
stories, to the big open-air playground 
on the roof, overlooking Central Park, 
there was everything to appeal to child- 
ish fancy. The home has its own thea- 
tre, the biggest indoor pol in the world 
and a gymnasium, in addition to dormi- 
tories, classrooms, Infirmary, a model 
apartment and other things necessary 
for health, comfort, education and rec- 
reation. 

Colonel Ernest K. Coulter, general 
manager of the Children’s Society, and 
also the general manager of the Heck- 
scher Foundation, will be in charge of 
th home. His chief assistant will be 
Rudolph Deneger, chief officer of the 
Children’s Society. 

The theatre is on the first floor. Willy 
Pegany is doing the mural derorations

48 MEN ENTOMBED — 


IN CALIFORNIA MINE 


Rescuers Strive All Day in Vain 
to Save Workers Cut Off in 
Gold Pit by Fire. 


HELD AT 4,500-FOOT LEVEL 


Blaze Is 1,000 Feet Above Them— 
Air Supply ts Restored to 
2,800-Foot Level.

JACKSON, Cal.} Aug. 28.—Mine res- 
cue crews worked without avail today 
in the Argonaut gold mine in which 
forty-eight men were entombed at mid- 
night by a fire. The men were thought 
to be between the 4,000 and 4,800 foot 
levels, while the main body of the fire 
was more, than 1,000 feet above them. 

Employes of the mine were sent into 
the Kennedy mine, which connects with 
the Argonaut mine through a tunnel 
but which is closed by a concrete bulk- 
head, with instructions to bréak down 
the bulkhead and enter the Argonaut. 

It had been reported that the Ken- 
nedy tunnel had collapsed, but the re- 
port was not verified. Early today 
V. S. Garbarini of the Argonaut suc- 
ceeded in restoring the cut-off air 
supply to the 2,800-foot level, and 
efforts were continued to extend the 
air supply. 

The Argonaut was recently drained 
of flood waters that were poured in 
the mine when it was on fire and 
the State Industrial Accident’ Com- 
mission announced that the soft dirt 


in the mine was nearly as great -a 
menace to the fire-fighters and res- 
cuers as -the fire itself, if the fire burns 
the timbers in the mine. 

The Argonaut, which is one of the 
famous gold producers in California, 
was opened twenty-five years: ago. 
is controlled by New York men and is 
a short distance from Martell, in 
Amador County. The Kennedy mine 
adjoining, was opened in the ’60s’ and 
has always been productive. 

If the tunnel in the Kennedy has co]- 
lapsed, little, if any, hope is expréssed 
for the entombed men. During the day 
pipes were put into the Argonaut to 
carry water down to the burning tim- 
bers. Before that water had been sent 
down in skips.
